THE LOWDEN BOOM 


The Lowden boom for president per- 


sists. It is kept alive by some of the news- 
papers in the Mid-west, by political 
friends of the former Illinois governor 
and by various organizations 01 farmers. 
Mr. Lowden deservedly stands well with 
the farmer, and he is one of the best 
authorities on agriculture in the country. 
He has given many years tc actual "arm- 
ing and to a study of farm problems. He 
is in favor of the underlying principles of 
the McXary-Haugen bill for raising 
prices of. farm products in the American 
market above the world market price, a 
proposal that has a large following in 
Mid-western states, particularly in the 
wheat and corn belts. Mr. Lowden was 
one of the best governors Illinois ever 
had, and stands out in such sharp con- 
trast to the caliber and character of ex- 
ecutives since him as to make him more 
or less of a national figure. 
He was a 


presidential possibility in both the elec- 
tions of 1920 and 1924. 


How much of the movement in behalf 


of Mr. Lowden is actuated by the desire 
to put in the "White house a personal rep- 
resentative and true champion of the 
farmer, and how much of it is political 
and anti-Coolidge, is a question. There 
are leaders in the Republican party who 
are ready to seize on any available can- 
didate in opposition to the president. 
Most of their grievances are personal 
and do not relate to broad principles of 
national policy. 


In the last few years a strong sectional 


sense has been built up in the Mid-west. 
It has been led to consider itself regional 
and apart from the rest of the country in 
its economic and political interests by a 
number of facts. It has been taught • to 
believe it is being exploited by an unbal- 
anced tariff; that it was discriminated 
against by such practices as Pittsburg- 
plus; that it is at a serious disadvantage 
with the Atlantic and Pacific seaboards in 
transportation, by reason of the Panama 
canal; that it is entitled to special consid- 
eration in interior waterway develop- 
ment; that its agricultural necessities re- 
quire special legislation for their protec- 
tion and advancement. The doctrine of 
regional economic and political unity has 
had a strong appeal. This local mid-con- 
tinent sentiment has been fanned and ac- 
celerated by politicians who saw in it the 
road to place and power. It is natural. 
therefore, that the Mid-west should be 
strongly receptive to the proposition that 
the next president should be of its stock, 
as well as its special representative. 


Viewed in this light, Mr. Lowden's 


candidacy has important possibilities. He 
undoubtedly 
can 
muster formidable 


strength in the Central west. How strong 
he would be in the Far west we do not 
know, but if the Pacific coast got an idea 
that the next president was to support the 
Mid-west sectional transportation claims, 
it might not be so keen for him. In the 
East it is do.ubtful if Mr. Lowden would 
command much support, at least so long 
as Mr. Coolidge or an eastern candidate 
were in the field. It is certain the East 
would perfer Coolidge to Lowden, and 
the "east" might extend into a portion of 
the Central west. In that event the South 
and the Far western states might control 
the nomination, assuming there would be 
a deadlock between the Central west and 
the East. 


It is an interesting situation for specu- 


lation, but we think the chances are that 
the influence of the East would prevail 


s and that Mr. Coolidge would be renomi- 


natcd over the candidacy of Mr Lowden. 
Howc\cr, should Coolidge not be a can- 
'didntc the Lowden boom would become a 
flattering prospect. 


MR. LENROOT'S SUGGESTION 
Mr. Lenroot has made some pertinent 


(comments on the administration's plan 
of tax reduction for next year. He disa- 
grees with Mr. Mellon's proposal to 
grant a rebate to taxpayers for the year 
1927 equal to the amount of the present 
surplus, on the ground that to do so 
would benefit largely corporations and 
big business men and not the people 
from whom the taxes actually have been 
collected. In other words, he infers that 
to make a refund to those who paid taxes 
into the treasury or to give credit to those 
who will pa}' next March, would be a 
pure contribution to the immediate tax- 
payers and not to the public. He says it is 
generally admitted that most corpora- 
tion and business {taxes are passed on to 
the people in the price of things they 
buy to wear, eat and use, and that the 
rebate would have the effect of merely 
permitting the taxpayer to keep a part o£ 
the taxes already collected from 
the 


people. 


It seems to us there is force to this 


contention. Practically, it makes no dif- 
ference to the government whether the 
tax is rebated or whether there is to be a 
reduction in taxes for a single year, with 
due advance notice. It also makes no dif- 
ference to the taxpayer in dollars and 
cents, except the minor item of interest 
on his money, if the tax is rebated a year 
earlier. Theoretically^, the tax already 
has been added to overhead and passed 
on to the consumer, so that in this 
sense Mr. Lenroot is right when he says 
that a rebate would be of no benefit to 
the public as the ultimate consumer and 
ultimate taxpayer. 


Nevertheless, it is a close question 


whether corporations or business con- 
cerns would materially alter prices by 
reason of an expectation of reduced taxes 
a year ahead when they knew the reduc- 
tion would be for only one year. As a po- 
litical talking point, what the Wisconsin 
senator says has force, but we doubt if it 
would have much practical application. 
Furthermore, a rebate in 1927 could just 
as well be figured in overhead for that 
year as a reduction in 1928 could be 
applied to overhead 
for that -year. 


However, it is probable a rebate to 
taxpayers would be better received by the 
public in the form Mr. Lenroot suggests. 
We agree with him that inasmu~h as cor- 
poration taxpayers have received no re- 
duction in late years and inasmuch as cor- 
porations taxes more than any other are 
passed on to the people, the bulk of the 
reduction should be applied to corpora- 
tion taxes.

REMOVING THE CAUSE OK RHEUMATISM 
About a dozen different pains, aches, lamenesses 


or stiffnesses popularly persist as "rheumatism," 
although I still firmly maintain that there is no 
such disease or ailment as "rheumatism." The most 
common trouble so called is infectious chronic arth- 
ritis—long- enduring inflammation of a joint or 
joints^ due- to bacteria. 


People who are all through wearing1 red flannel 


underwear, physically and mentally, know that the 
bacteria or eenns responsible for chronic arthritis 
reach the joint linings usually from some depot or 
focus elsewhere in the body, say infected tonsils. 


Suppose a victim of such "rheumatism" has un- 


dergone a thorough examination of the kind out- 
ined in the discussion preceding1, and tho doctor 
larrows the question down to a spetic focus deep 
in the crypt of one tonsil, a tonsil which is neither 
enlarged or abnormal 
appearing on the surface. 


The doctor says: "Hum?" I think this habit of 
lumming with a question mark has grown on doc- 
:ors in recent years, perhaps because the doctors jn 
the movies 
hum their way through harrowing 


scenes. Old fashioned doctors 
would have 
said 


'There's a collection of pus in that right tonsil- 
setter have the tonsil out." For Ions- before the 
focal 
infection principle was introduced, doctors 


ivere removing- diseased tonsils to prevent and cure 
'rheumatism." Only in the old days the doctor pro- 
nounced his finding and the sentence: nowadays he 
hums about it. The frenzied sepcialism of the pres- 
ent age has something to do with this, but now 
"et's return to our ^ood lookinsr infected tonsil. 


Is there any specific test by which the doctor 


may determine exactly whether the germs in the 
nflamed joint tissues are the' identical strain" pres- 
ent in the tonsil? 
Er. well, scientifically, yes; 


practically, no. Practically one must accept the doc- 
ofs expert opinion and sacrifice the tonsil or keep 
t_ 


I don't know what earthly use an adult can have 


'or tonsils 
anyway, 
even if they are perfectly 


healthy tonsils. However. I don't blame anyone for 
'eeling- some affection for his tonsils if they have 
not jriven him much trouble. The adult who har- 
bors superstitions about the relation of tonsils to 
•oice, immunity or fertility probably can't com- 
>rehend what I'm talking about when I say there 
s no such disease as rheumatism, and so this part 
if the discussion will not interest him. 


Germs from such septic, focus, injected into the 


ear veins of guinea pigs or rabbits, will produce 
arthritis in the animals within 72 hours, and that 
s a fairly definite proof that the spetic focus is re- 
;ponsible for the joint trouble of the patient. 


"Rheumatism" patients who have sacrificed their 


nosils, teeth, perhaps their appendix or gallsac or 
ther more or less useless appendages, yet still have 
he.ir arthritis, are a living testimonial to the un- 
visdom of gambling. In these cases the trouble is 
hat the infected structures removed were not the 
ocus—perhaps the actual 
seotic 
focus 
remains 


hidden somewhere in the body. A thorough phy- 
sical examination 
is 
essential in every case of 


'rheumatism" before a reasonably accurate opinion 
can be arrived at, as to the significance of any such 
seats of infection found. Sometimes, when radical 
reatment has been 
postponed too long, the in- 


'ected joint itself with its infiltrated synovial cap- 
sule, becomes a secondary septic focus.

No 
mater that not a single one of these 
sories was worth the paper it was 
written on hen judged by even thu 
most liberal 
canons 
of 
literature. 


Anyone who could keep on writing 
detective stories for 20 years would be 
worthy of respect, but think of keep- 
ing at the Job for 50 or 60 years, ar 
Anna Katherine Grcal seems to have 
done. 


There are very, very few detective 


stories in any literature that are real 
literature. Less than once in a gen- 
eration perhaps some genius succeeds 
in satisfying- the 
almost 
universal 


hunger for detective fiction and at 
the same time producing literature. 
Poe did it in more than one of his 
short stories. And perhaps the great- 
est detective story from the point of 
view of genuine literature was achiev- 
ed by Dostoevsky In "Crime and pun- 
ishment," but In that case the term 


"detective story" is used in a rather 
broad sense. Conan Doyle- is the most 
lamous writer of detective stories of 
modern times but it is not at all cer- 
tain that his Scherlock Holmes stories 
are literature. 


N Anna Katherine Green does not be- 
long in that distinguished company. 
It is practically impossible for anyone 
who has a feeling for literature to 
road her. She has ever created a 
character. The people of her books are 
only names on the printed page. She 
has never written a book that has the 
slightest chance to survive as litera- 
ture. Her only quality is ingenuity in 
plot construction. And even there she 
is not orignal in the sense in which 
Poe. 
was original in his detective 


original in his detective stories. "Like 
a great many other writers whoso 
fame is much greater, 
she wrote a 


comparatively small 
number of dis- 


tinct stcjies ana then went on re- 
peating them year after year, merely 
changing the names of her characters 
and shifting the situations, much in 
the manner in which a bridge player 
shuffles the 
cards preparatory 
to 


making a ' new deal. 


MANY WRITERS LIVE 


But most writers would get tired 


of doing that year after year. Host 
writers, great and small, do in fact 
get tired after a while. They seem 
to themselves pumped dry. Hamlin 
Garland at CO confessed it was tragic 
to have plenty of material for novels 
but the energy to work them out. Antf 
Conan Doyle pitched Sherlock Holmes 
over a cliff because he was sick of 
him. And perhaps most writers come 
to a time when they would like to do 
that to all their characters.'

week. 


"JIany people are alarmed at the 


present situation," Dr. Felton 
de- 


clared, "but it is only a regular fall 
epidemic following the opening 
of 


school. 
There is bound 
to be a 


spread of contagion at this time of 
the year. The situation at this time 
is no worse than it has been at this 
same time any other year, in fact, it 
la a little better."

new football rule in effect this year in- 
flicting five yard penalties for succes- 
sive mcompleted forward passes after 
the first try. A season's experience 
with the restriction 
has convinced 


most of them, they said that it had 
failed to achieve the rules committee's 
object of cutting down, indiscriminate 
passes. 


The suggestion that the shift play 
abolished found opinion about even- 


ly divided and one. coach, Wilce of 
Ohio, is a vigorous advocate of the 
abolishment of the 
point kick after 


touchdown. Ohio lost its chance for a 
tie with Michigan this year through a 
one point defeat, but won from Illin- 
ois to take second place by this same 
one point. Coaches Stagg of Chicago, 
a member of the rules committee, and 
Wilce arc the only supporters of the 
new forward pass penalty rule. 


"I believe the rule is a distinct suc- 


cess," said Coach Stagg.. "The penal- 
ties are almost nothing and yet 
it 


tends to hold>thc game to actual foot- 
ball. In regard toThe shift I haven't 
the slightest doubt that that maneuver 
adds color to football; but, whether 
the shift infringes on the present style 
of play is a matter to be decided, in 
my opinion, by the game officials rath- 
er than by the coaches or the rules 
committee."
